distinctly augyeat the probability of auch a 
potent politica) opheaval in China as might 
overthrow the Manchu dynasty. 

Tia pavicky feeling existing in Pekin is 
made known here by urgent telegrams sent 
through the Chinese Embassy, imploring 
Lord Salisbury to instruct Sir Joho 
Walsham, the British Minister to China, 
to adept a more friendiy attitude. Minis- 
ter Walsham advises the Furvign Office 
that persistant diplomatic pressute, com- 
bined with naval demonstrations at certain 
treaty porta, will be the only effective 
meana to prevent a recurrence of the out- 
rages. He complains that the prowulga- 
tins of the Emperor's edict against attacks 
on foreigners has been unnetessarily 
d. layed. 

If Lord Salisbury supports Minister 
Walsham’s policy the powers will actively 
intervene, in ardi:r to protect Europeans, 
leav ng the Tartar dynasty to take care of 
itself. In spite of the chaotie stata af the 
present troubles the Foreign Ollice here 
hopes their ultimate reault wil be the 
extension of trade te the important centors 
of tho Yang tae-Kiang, which -ure now 
closed, bot where the Government aims to 
eotablish consulates. 

The Times’ Paris curtespondent -ssys: 
It has become known here that the Gover- 
nora of the Chinese provinces in whiéh the 
riots occurred have distinctly déclined to 
be held respaneible therofor, and~ have 
d-clared it impusaible te pay the indemnity. 
The inference to bo drawn is that the Chi- 
nese circular to the powers aims simply at 
delay in order to shirk th- indemnity and 
therefore net be held to account to Europo.

THE DARDANELLES—AN EXPLANATION 

MADE BY THE PORTE 10 THE POWERS. 

Coustantinople, September24,—TaePorte 
lins sunt circu!urs to the powers in regard 
to the pnazago through the Dardanelles of 
vessels of the Russian volunteer fleet. In 
this communication the Porto says that for 
sovoral years past vessels of the Russian 
rolnnteer flest have been running bebweea 
Odessa and Viadivostock, Theao ships, 
being under tho commercial flag of Russia, 
were granted free passage of_the straits, 
It was found, huwover, the Porte's note 
continusa, that veasols._ were sometimes 
carrying aoldicra, and these ships wore de- 
tained owing to a mistake-s to thoie real 
character.

BRITISH POLITICS. 

The lettera from Gladstone to the Sex 
vian politician Yovomovitch, which will 
appear in ta morrow’s issue of the Speaker, 
are likely to cause a. sensation in Europe, 
as thoy show the widest possible divergence 
between tho Liberal’ and the Conservative 
policy. Mr Gladstone advocates the closest 
harmony among the Balkau States, repu- 
diates Salisbury'a diplomacy os tending 
tpward the supremacy of Bulgaria over tha 
other states, and adds that he feels warmly 
with the lately subjected populations of 
Southwestern Europe. The Jast phrase 
can only apply to Austria's taking posses- 
sion of Busnia and Herzegovina. The 
letter is interpreted to mean that Gladstone 
desires to oust the Austrians from Bosnia 
und support the formation of a federation 
of the Balkan atates. 

Tho Gladstone Liberals continua to ar- 
range for the future on the supposed cer- 
tainty of their being in power. by the 
autumn of 1892, The Conservatives naw 
talk of postponing the general elections 
antil the remotest legal period, which will 
be April, 1893, in order to enable the Gov- 
ernment to get the Iriah local government 
in working order. 

Economic experts agree that the not ad- 
dition to the national imports of Ameri- 
can grain has not exceeded $100,000,000, of 
which part will bo taken in luxuries and 
part in gold. If the extravagant buyine 
of Awerican railroad securities continues 
the English indebtedness will be further 
enbanced and will lead to an increasa of 
bullion shipments. Mr Giffen's recent 
catimate that £10,000,000 in gold would be 
the limit of the export to New York is nat 
disputed, but even this maximum is ox- 
pesied to entail an increase of the Bank 
of England rate to 5 or 6 per cent.
